Mong the various Difeafes 
that. miferably aftlidt hu- 

fm mane Kind, as well in 
vekpest of the variety of their 
Original, as the moit excruciat- 
ing fymptomatick Tortures, the 
Difeafe of the Stone claims a pre- 
eminence, and notwithftanding 
that multitudes of Obfervations 
of Praéticers, thew, that Stones 
are bred in many parts of the Bo- 
dy, wz. in the Veficle of the 
B Gall 
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Gall, in the Hands, Feet, Oc. 
yet the Reins and Bladder are 
more efpecially and particularly 
affeted with this cruel Difeate. 

Phyficians have afiigned vari-. 
ous Caufes for this Malady ; the 
Ancients are generally of Opi- 
nion that a {limy Subftance 1n- 
craflated by the heat of the Reins, 
degenerates into a calculous Mat- 
ter; others fay, its a ftonifying 
Succus, hardned or concreted in- 
to the likenefs of a Stone by 
fome ftonifying or petrifying Sp1- 
rit, from the calculous Difpofiti- 
on of the Reins: But all thefe 
Things may be laid among the oc- 
cult Qualities, by which they 
make things already obfcure, yet 
abundantly more imtricate or re- 
mote from a clear Light. Some 
Moderns would affign for reafon: 
of the Stone in the Kidneys, the

the Blood, which joined withthe 
glutinous Part of the vifcid 
Lympba which flides by with the

In Apulza a fort 
of Spiders call’d Tarantula ‘are

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mifchievous and oftentimes per- 
nicious ; for this fort of Poyion, 
fays Baglev: in his Differtations 
of the Tarantula, after the {harp 
fit of the violent Symptoms which 
appear for the firft days, is over, 
ends at laft in a peculiar kind of 
Melancholly, which continually 
hangs upon the Sick, till by Dan- 
cing or Singing, or change of Age, 
thote violent impreffions are quite 
extirpated from the Blood and 
the Fluid of the Nerves; which 
very few have the happinefs to 
meet with: For tis certain, let 
a Perfon be once ftung, there’s no 
expectation of ever (by that 
means). being perfetly cured. 
_Uhis affertion has. for its confir- 
mation innumerable Symptoms, 
which {mell ftrong of 2 diforder’d 
fancy ; for many of thefe Perfons 
that are bit, are never well, but 
when they are among Graves,

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and folitary Places; and they'll 
lay themfelves along on a Bier as 
if they were really dead ; theyll 
throw themfelves into a Pit, as 
if they were in difpair; Maids 
and Women bit by this Spider, 
will (tho’ otherwife chaft enough) 
without any regard toModefty,fall 
afighing, howling, and into very 
indecent motions, difcovering 
their nakednefs : They love to 
be tofs’d to and again in the Air, 
and the like. There are fome 
that will roul themfelves in the 
dirt like Swine, and are mightily 
pleas’d with the exercife. Others 
again you cannot pleafe unlefs 
they be foundly drubb’d on the 
Breech, Heels, Feet, Back, We. 
And there are fome that take a 
great pleafure in Running. There 
are fome that die in a very few 
Days after they are ftung by the

_ Cantharides confift of an acrid 
or pungent or poinant Salt, as is 
manifeft from their effect, for 
their Salt is immediately diffolv- 
ed in the ferum of the Blood (as 
is ufual for all Salts) and that 
Serum endued and impregnated 
with that Salt, hath no effeé& 
upon any other parts befides the 
Bladder, by reafon it is retund- 
ed by the Oleofe and Balfamick 
Liquor of the Blood, and thereby

A great Whore-Mafter, a 
Seaman told me not long ago, 
that after he had made ufe of a 
W-—., he bowed 8 or 19 Cantha- 
rides in 2-or 4. ounces of Brand 
for. a little while, ftrained it and 
ufed it, and had thereby kept 
himfelf free from the Infection 
thefe many Years.

What Man in his right Senfes 
will queftion but that fo many 
Authorities and Teftimonies’ of 
the moft Ancient as well as Mo- 
dern of the Learned Men, in 
praifeand commendation of Can- 
tharides for fo many Years’ back, 
even to this very Day, is not 
fufficient to prove the commodi- 
oufnefs and utility, or at leaft 
wife the lawfulnefs of their ufe ; 
for the experience of the moft — 
ingenious and moft famous and 
celebrated Artifts of every Sci- 
ence, of which they were feve- 
rally Profeffors,is left as inftru@tion 


or precept to Pofterity: 


Thefe 
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Thefe therefore are fufficient 

to juftifie the prefcription and ufe 
of Cantharides inwardly. 
And now I propofe to render 
that Medicine which is already 
fufficiently famous, yet much 
more ufeful. 

Although I very well know 
that the internal ufe of Cantha- 
rides 1s every where commended 
by Authors, yet the moft cele- 
brated Phyficians have always 
preferib’d them in {mall Dofes, 
and with great caution and 
circumfpeCtion ; for it is manifeft 
by many examples that the igno- 
rant and unskilful in the Art of 
Phyfick, have oftentimes unwa- 
rily, and to the very great preju- 
dice of the Patient adminiftred 
Cantharides, and for that very 
account -by many rejected as 
dangerous and. hurtful to my own 
Knowledge, but fuch are (in good

truth) but too fevere, who by 
veafon of others Ignorance and 
Unskilfulnefs in the. adminiftra.. 
tion, condemn a Medicine, which: 
bya skilful Hand may be prepar’d 
free from all manner of hurt or 
ill effects attending. | : 
Mercury (as faith Galen in his 
Book of the power of fimple 
Medicines, lis. 3. chap. 17.) in 
its whole fubttance feems an Ez 
nemy to humane Nature, and 
according to Plony lib. 33. chap.6, 
tho’ it be the Poifon of all things, 
yet neverthelefs being rightly 
prepar’d, hath the virtues and 
efficacy of an Alexipharmick, and 
is a true Balfam to humane Na- 
ture, a Panacea againft Fevers, 
and many other Difeafes, effedtu. 
ally fubduing, and wholly extir- 
pating that tedious, ftubborn, and 
obftinate Difeafe, the Gallick 
Monfier, or Venereal. Beit 
D Hel- 
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Helmont in his Book of Fevers, 
chap. 14. faith, That the Diapho- 
retick precipitate of Paracelfus 
being taken at the Mouth, cures 
Cancers,Lupa’s Dropfies, Afthma’s 
and all other chronic Difeafes, 
for it performs all the Phyfician 
can defire. 

Butter of Antimony, tho’ it 
be an immediate Poifon, yet by 
Art is fo corrected, that the moft 
excellent and generous Alexiphar- 
micks are extracted from it. 

Js not wild Cucumbers cor- 
rected with the Juice of Mint? 
Nux Vomica with Citron-peel ? 
Opium with Caftor, Rue, Ori- 
sanum ? -Auripigmentum with 
Oil of Pine-Nuts? Hellebor with 
Water-lillies? and Henbane with 
Water-crefles?

Likewife venomous Animals, 
viz. Serpents, Vipers, Scorpions, 
which -humane Nature otherwife

If we allow that Cantharidés 
have fome noxious quality in 
them ,. does it therefore follow 
that they cannot be correéted? 
certainly worthy is that Phyfi- 
cian of Praife who knows How 
to correct the noxious “Actimony 
of Cantharides, and yet preferve 
their Virtue entire? and as num- 

berlefs Poifons are correéted’ by 
their Antidotes, fo likewife Can- 
tharides, I know by often expe- 
rience may be fufficiently correct.

Volatil Salt, and 
tho’ it’s but feldom prefcribed by 
our Phyficians, it’s notwith{tand- 
ing. a Medicine of great ‘worth 
and virtues, and moft worthy of 
further enquiry. 

Camphir in Greek Kaquex, Ka- 
var, in Latin Camphora, in 


Ara- 
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Arabick Cupur or Cafur, from 
the Tree Capur, out of ‘which 
either a Rofin, or Tear, or Gum, 
diftils. —. 
What Camphir is, the Ancients 
give no account, from whence 
it’s. very probable it was not 
known in their time, and which 
Matthiolus upon Diofcorides, chap. 
75. confirms. Seana oh 
Metiu, Phyfician to the Ele- 
Ctor of Brandenburgh , in his 
Anatomy of Camphir hath thefe, 
befides many other things worth 
the Reader’s infpeétion, for he 
faith thus ; The Ancients, Galen, 
Diofcorides , and the reft of 
the Writers of that Age, did 
not only take no notice of Cam- 
phir, but did not indeed know 
it, as the aforementioned Matthj- 
olus affirms. | | 
_ Garcia, who was Phyfician to 
the Vice-roy of the Haft Indies, 
| a 2 in 


in, his Hiftory ¥ Aromaticks and 
certain fimple Medicines growing 
in. the Indies, faith, Without 
doubt we are much indebted to 
the Arabians for fome Medicines, 
for fometimes they have difco- 
ver'd things negletted or forgot- 
ten by the ancient Greczans, ov 
which indeed they never knew. 
There were not a few who ac- 
counted Camphir a Mineral, and 
were of Opinion that it was of 
the Butirorine kind. Of this 
Opinion were Averrhoes, Agri- 
cola, Cardanus. That Camphir 
is not a Gum, the abovementi-, 
oned Meéius proves thus, No 
Gum, fays he, will burn, nor 
diffolve in Oil, but in Water ; 
Camphir burns, and will not 
diflolve without fome Oleofe or 
Spirituous Menftruum be added. 
Camphir has fo much affinity to 
the Fire, that being once lighted 
it 
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it’ can fcarcely be extinguifh’d. 
There isanother fort of Camphir, 
viz. the factitious made into 
bright fhining Flakes, . aCouém, 
or wrought by the heat of the 
Fire, this is furely that which 
is brought to us in great fcented 
Balls or Cakes, commonly fold 
in the Shops under the Name of 
true Camphir. 

Whether Camphir be hot 
or cold, is not the prefent bufi- 
nefs, for laying afide thofe vain 
Difputes, I fhall here relate thofe 
things concerning the virtues of 
Camphir, that have occurred to - 
my own Experience, as well as 
what I have noted from the ob- 
fervations of others. | 

The Birth of true Camphir is 
alcribed to a Tree that grows 
plentifully in the Haft Indies, 
whofe Wood is white, brittle, and 
light, in which fometimes remains 

A ss {ome 
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fome figns of Camphir, as D. 
Charleton fhews in his Repofitory 
of Curiofities. 

Garciw affirms he had it from 
Men of good Credit, that it isa 
Tree like a Walnut-Tree, very 
high, and fpreading it felf very 
wide, and very fair tothe Eye. 
Martinus Mar tinius, the Jefuit, 
in his Senca, hiflor. lib. 8. p. 210. 
affirms, that Camphir Wood is 
odoriferous and fit to build Pala- 
ces withal. s | 

Fliaoous the fixth Emperor of 
Sena, to make himfelf Immortal, 
caufed to be built a Palace of all 
odoriferous Wood, as Cedar, Cy- 
prefs, Camphir, and others, fo 
that the Odour or fragrancy of his 
faid Palace might be perceived by 
the {mell 20 Furlongs off, as 
Hiftorians fay. 

This Tree grows in. Borneo 
Bawos, Sumatra very plentifully, 

ut 
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but’ Mandeflob in his’ Travels 
through the Eaftern Countries, 
Writ by the moft famous Olearius 
fays, it isplentifully found of late 
times in great fava) | 206 
~ But how the Camphiris gotten 
out of this Tree all do not agree, 
for fome fay the pith of ‘the Trée 
is firft taken, and that. from 
thence Camphir is extraéted: Gar- 
cias denies this in exprefs Words, 
For, faithhe, Camphir is a Gum 
(and not the pith or heart'as fome 
have thought) falling upon the 
very middle of the Pree. and af- 
terwards extracted, or elfe fweats 
out through the Bark without a- 
ny red or black {pecks or fpots, 
for it is not extraéted by Art, 
neither brought to. a brightnefs 
or whitenefs by boiling. | 
Nicholas Lemery, in his Chy- 
miftry fays, That Camphir is a 
Rofin that diftils drop’ by drop, 
ii rom 
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from a ereat: Tree that is much 
like to a Walnut-Iree ‘in’ the 
Ufland| Borneo in Afa. — Little 
Cakes of it are likewife brought 
out of Chia, but that is not fo 
good. ‘Lhe Holanders refine it, 
by fublimating it, and feparating 
it. from an’ Larth that remains at 
the bottom of the Veffel. 

~ Sealiger affirms from the Opini- 
ons of others, that Camphir is ex- 
tracted from the ‘Tree, either by 
its own Matrix, or elfe expell’d 
or caft_ out by Nature, for fome 
is taken out of the Veins witha 
fort of a Cruft; fometimes it 
comes out of the Bark reddifh, 
and grows like Rofin, firft colour- 
ed, but afterwards by Salt or Art 
made white. 

Camphir therefore is the genu- 
ine Product of this Tree, but is not 
the kindled matter of lightning 
{ticking to the Trees in India, as 

pil in 
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in other parts the Manna out of 
the Dew of Heaven fticks to the 
Afh and Pine,as Ce/alpinus vainly 
conjectures from Serapio.... -> 
. Camphir differs with re{pect 
to the Places, in which it grows, 
as,alfo to 1ts depuration,.for there 
are two kinds'of Camphir, that 
from Borneo, and that -brought 
from China, the Camphir from 
Borneo (faith Gareias) never yet 
arriv’d in our Country, and. when 
I was there could not fo much as 
fee it; and no wonder neither, 
for where one Pound of that is 
to be bought, there are: feveralk 
hundreds of that from China, 
which is alfo of the fame. kind, 
even the fame that is brought 1n- 
to. Europe made up into round 
Balls, five Fingers Diameter ; and 
becaute it’s made up, it feems to. 
be a Compound, and not-a Sim- 
ple Medicine, but for what rea- 

fon 
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jon it is compounded we will give 
you the belt ‘Authority we can 
find. “They fay thefe Balls which 
are brought from Chima are Comi- 
pound, ‘becaufe-. Camphir~ is 
brought from Borneo’ to China, 
being fo defirable among the In- 
habitans there, that’ fometimes 
they mix it with the other bafer 
fort. The Baneans of Cambaya 
are of this Opinion, who give 
this asa ‘Secret, that when Cam- 
phir 1s {carce in Borneo, that they 
ufe to mixa little of that with a 
great deal of that of China, and 
fo give it the falfe or wrong name 
of Bornean; and thofe Borneans 
further fay, the Chrnefe Camphir 
is a Compound Medicine, and 
that in‘ procefs of time it will 
evaporate and corrupt, but that 
from Borneo will not: But how- 
ever it is, it muft needs be, that 
Camphir confifts of 2 forts. 

| Some 
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. Some forts of Camphir-is very 
noble and very fine, others-very 
fouland \bafe. but the, Baneans 
and rations who buy it, are fo 
Skilful- that. they can-fo nicely 
diftinguith, between clean Cam- 
phir and: Camphir mixt;:and;fet 
the:true value of it, thatno Man 
can-{carcely deceive them, «©.» +! 
_ Scaliger faith, That Camphir is 
the beit which grows: white in 
the Sun, . but.‘that is not,fo good, 
which grows white with the Fire 
or other ‘artificial Preparation ; 
that whichis in drops or drop- 
peth, keeps its Virtues the long- 
eft, and is the cleaneft. i 
_ But faving the Authorities of 
all. thefe. Learned -Phyficians, — 
we will give you the Opinion of 
the famous Hermannus of Leyden 
in Holland, that moft worthy Pro- 
feflor of Botany (7% wexapile or now 
among the Blefled) which we

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from his own Mouth, when he 
vifitedi-us at London, viz. that 
Camphir'ts‘a fort of Sal Volatile 
Oleofum, drawn out of a Tree of 
thefame Name, whichibeing chipt 
fmall, anda fufficient quantity-of 
Water affufed, from which after.

with them, almoft ju as the 
leaves of Nettles fing the Bent, 
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A Cantharis or Spanifb Fly, is 
divided into three Parts in Difle- 
Gtion, the firft to be of the Head, 
the fecond of the Breaft, Trunk 
or Shoulders, the third of the 
Belly and Tail. Bs 


T he Firft Diffedion. ° 


The upper part of the Head is 
covered with a hard’ Cruft or 
Shell, of a greenifh Colour, even 
as the reft of the Body 5 hath 2 
Kyes very black, and as it were 
Horny, having no Eyelids, clofe 
to which appears two fimall bri-” 
ftles,which in other Infeéts are cal- 
led Horns, or in the diflection of 
Crabs, called Claws or Feet: It. 
hath a black horny Mouth, fur- 
rounded with Hairs or Briftles,’ 
whilft living-of a brownifh, but 
when dead of a dark colour ;.on 
each fide of the Mouth, alfo ftick 

| | out 
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out two other Briftles, or fmall 
Horns, or horny Hairs, but much — 
fhorter than thofe about the 
Eyes, and a little bending, by 
means of which, it gathers ali- 
ment, and crops, or as it were 
divides, and cuts the leaves. 


T be fecond Di lfection. 
Adjoyning to the Head or 


Shoulders, it has two Feet, co- 
vered with the fame horny Shell, 
and of the fame Colour, having 
three little divided Hairs or 
Claws to each Foot, appearing 
jutt like the Feet of a Sea Crab; 
where the two fore-feet proceed 
from or out of the Body, they 
are finooth, yet appear very hairy 
or full of little {mall exceeding 
fine pointed Prickles: The third 
and fourth Feet hath five or 
more {pécks or fpots, ax both 
_ 27  beye 
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have two {mall Nails or Claws at 
the end, and are covered with 
infinite fine white Hairs, or 
downy Wool; in the furthett 
part of this Diflection, as like- 
wife in all the Difiections, you 
may obferve a fimall cus or 
Prickle, by means of which 1t 
creeps or moves. 


T be third Di fection, 


At. the clofure of thefe parts 
joins the Belly, under which, 
they have four other. Feet like 
the four former, and above, or 
over the Belly are four Wings, 
two inner or inferior ones, like 
thofe of a Fly or Gad-Bee, Breeze 
or Beetle, thefe two proceed or 
{pring out of as it were a Socket, 
called in Greek @vze9r, Elutron, in 
Latin, Involucrum, in Englifh a

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any thing ; thefe two mner or 
inferior Wings, are again covered 
with two other otiter or upper 
Wings, of a horny, fhelly, or

Here ends the Belly, - and be- 
gins the Tail, which alfo admits

Barly Water, or 
the commdn Ptzfan ;.they let him 
feed on Peal, Kid a Pork boil= 
ed with. Letiuce’ miler, Barly 
and Violet Leaves; the which bv. 
their humidity might rélax the 
Belly , and by. their toughnels 
lenifie the roughne{s of afperitie; 
they applyed alfo rc nee 
things to the Lusins, Share an 
Perineum, to aflwage the Bir if 
the Urine. At length they put 
him into-a.warm Bath, and td 
conclude, they left. nothing unl- 
attempted to draw forth of wea- 
ken the Poyfon. But all theit 
endeavours were in vain, for the 
Abbt died, not betng deftitute of 
‘Remedies conveniently preferib’d, 
but overcomie by the Contumiaci- 
ous malignity of the Poyfon.

fice ; which inftead of operating 
fo, as to capacitate him to do her 
bling effectually did his for 
him, by blowing him up to the 
Stars.

“ Man, and thefe qualities indeed 
‘through a mixtion and mutu- 
‘al ‘Temperament among them- 
“felves, are neither. difcerned, 
‘nor create any Man trouble, but 
* when any one of thefe is divid- 
“ed or feparated from the reft, 
‘and exifts by itfelf, then it js 
‘clear and plainly evident, how

‘The Salt in our Bodies,the Salt 
Iiay, and Acrid which was di- 
luted with a thin infipid, or Wa- 
ter, as foon as ever it is leparated, 
and falls upon the Joints, there 
it prefently .excites Pain, firtt of 

c 3s ut all 
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all by twitching and pricking: 
them,and not long after by prefling 
and diftending them with its a- 
bundance. As this Salt is more 
or lefs fharp or vehement, the 
Pains alfo do much vary, that is, 
do increafe or abate. And this 
Salt is lodged in the Serum, which 
thatit is Acid, or that an Acid 
adheres to it, cannot be denied. 

There is moreover in the Se- 
rum of our Bodies a certain thick- 
er Matter, which we may call 
the Terrene Feculency, of which 
Nodes are chiefly generated. 

This one thing alfo we do over 
and above maintain, Ihat there 
is fomething of a thicker Salt in 
the Serum itfelf which joined by 
fome of the terreneBlood out ofthe 
reft of the Mats, will much alter 
the nature of the Gout, in re{pedct 
of Pain, Heat and Duration, as to 
degree, or violence or gentlenefs. 

. Be- 
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Befides, this Salt Serum is con- 


tained about the extremities of the 


Mutcles, Lendons , Ligaments, 


Periofiea, and the other Nervous 
Parts of the Joints in which pla- 
ces allo Nodes and Stones are ufu- 
ally bred. 

Moreover, as long as the ufe 
of things Non-natural is moderate 
all goes well ; but when the Bo: 
dy is Pampered with more plenty 
than 1s needful, the Particles of 
the Blood are not fo exactly mixt

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thofe fharp and foreign Juices, 
together with part of the Serum, 
by what way it finds ; what gets 
into the-Guts, is evacuated by a 
watery Loofenefs ; what into the 
Kidney’s,by plenty of Urine; what 
intothe habit of the Body, by the 
Pores of theSkin: But what falls up- 
on the Joints, pierceth into thein- 
nermott recefles and interftices of) 
thenervousParts, which being belet 
round with dente and cold Parts, 
ufe to ftop and retain the Serum. 

This Serum at firft is very 
{mall, but thin and. fharp, pro- 
ducing: Pain only deep within, 
and a Swelling without ; yet the 
violency of the Pain continuing, 
sreater ftore of Serum, and very 
often a flood of other Humors 
with it, fupervenes, fo that at 
laf the Swelling appears, which 
in a plethorick Body by its red- 
nefs, heat and throbbing, Pain, 

ay refembles 
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refembles an angry Boil: And 
when this Humor ts tpent, that 
ht of the Gout is at-an end. 

And the nature of this Difeafe 
is fuch, that when it has once 
feized a Man (unle{s by the Care 
and Induftry of Phyfitians pre- 
vented, efpecially by fuch as are 
well experienced in this affair) 
{carce any one can look fo well 
to himfelf, but that at certain 
seafons and Diftances of time it 
will return, when ‘the matter is 
increafed afrefh, and gathered to 
the Joints again, which diftances 
in the beginning are longer, and_ 
when the Mafs of Blood is vis 
tiated and the Joints weakned | 
become fhorter, fo that they con- 
fine fome People perpetually to 
their bed, and render the Joints

It remains now to enquire, 
what the caufes of the ferous 
| 1 Mat. 
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Matter in the Blood are, and 
then what moves it firft, and 
cautes the fit ; the frft our Schools 
call LAntecedent, the latter, Pro- 
catay chick Caufes. Heppocrates in 
his Book De prifcea Medicina 
teacheth, how that Salts, Acids, 
Sweets, and abundance of other 
fuch things, which are in us, 
have divers faculties according to 
their Plenty and Power: But no 
way moleft us, when they are 
mixt and mutually tempered one 

with another. | 
This mixtureand temper is often 
difiolved in the Mafs of Blood, 
when the Humors are augmented 
in Plenty or Power,or both. Omit- 
ting otherHumors,in the foregoing 
Difcourfe, we have only menti- 
oned the Serum, to which in the 
further difguifition hereof we 
will confine our felves, and do 
fay, that fometimes the evacua- 
tion 
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tion of this Serum is hindred, 
and fometimes too great quantity 
of Serum is bred. | 

The. neceflary evacuation of 
the Serum is hindred, when fome 
vitious Matter is impacted in the 
very Glands, whence it comes to 
pais, that either the fenfible or 
intenfible ‘Tranfpiration of our 
Body is infufhcient, as it happens 
in Idlenefs, Melancholly, ftop. 
ping of Sweat, and over-cooling 
the Body. 

Moreover the neceflary eva- 
cuation of this Serum is hindred, 
when People are Coftive, and 
and make but a little Urine 
and thin, fuch as contains not in ~ 
itfelf enough of Salt and Sedi-. 
ment. — 

For the alimentary and {weet 
Portion of what we Eat and 
Drink, cannot be wholly con- 
verted into the fubftance of our 
Beat U 4 Body, 
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Body, but even this has fome 
Excrements : So that the Succus 
GNPNTOS Kee Seohepui@-, the umper fect and 
violent “Fuice, which is the other 
part of our Aliment (according 
to L1:ppoerates) ought not to be 
wholly mixt with the Blood, but 
the greateft {hare of it fhould be 
Purged ont by Stool and Urine 
(whence it may be drawn by di- 
itillation.) Now if for the caufes 
aforelaid, the evacuation of the 
tharp Sera be checked, as it in- 
creates firftin Plenty, and thenin 
Power, it is feparated from the 
other Parts; and fo itaffords Mat- 
ter for the Gout. 

Now we proceed to the fecond, 
that is, to the more plentiful 
generation of Serum; here we 
do not mean the fupply of the 
watry Part, but of the Acrid 
and Salt, or a certain hereditary 
{Inclination to the Gout (derived 

| from 
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from the Seed and: maternal 
Blood) which feems to confit in 
a weaknefs of the Joints, and ef= 
pecially in fome innate fault of 
the Blood. 

‘Then there is an afcititious dift 
pofition of the Body, induced 
partly by the frequent invafion 
of the Fit, partly by the manner 
of living, fuch as is in them, who 
though they ufe their outmoft di- 
_ ligence, cannot guard themfelves 
from the return of the Grief. 

Which indeed happens for di- 
vers caufes, hereafter tobe men- 
tioned , namely, through’ the 
_weaknets of the Parts about the 
Joints ; through Pains, whereby _ 
many Fibres of the Nervous Parts 
are broke from a frequent influx 
of Humors, whereby the Parts 
are relaxed and foftned ; through 
unreafonable Heat or Cold ; from 
violent motion, as it happens in 
Costu ; 
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Cortu; and finally, when a vitt- 
ous Sanguification is contracted, 
whereby the acrid Matter 1s con- 
tinually bred in the Blood. 

Such Meats and Drink fhould be 
taken notice of, as have in them a 
fharp Matter in {uch Plenty and 
Power, as not being to be conquer- 
-ed with the other Juices in our Bo- 
dy, it can neither be fufhciently 
feparated, nor dilcharged, nor 
can it be exactly mixt, or tem- 
pered with the other Juices. 

Such are generous Wines (too 
plentifully drunk and having 
them’ not well watered,) which 
-have much Tartar inthem ; for 
not only that Tartar, but the 
Spirit alfo breeds the Gout, which 
confifts of an Oil, an Acid, and a 
Volatil Salt, from whence the 
Wine receives. all its Strength. 

Moreover Gluttony and Drunk- 


ennefs contribute much to the 
breed- 
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breeding of this Humor ; all in- 
temperance likewile in dainty 
Meat and Drink, over-hard Stu-_ 
ody, e{pecially 1 in the Nights which 

in this cafe is the moft dangerous ; 
and afflicting Cares; all thefe 
hinder Sanguification, {o thatthe 
fharp part in the Aliment is ei- 
ther not well mixt,. or not well 
feparated ; and ubbse all immosz 

derate Venus is the moft hurtful. 
But if any doubt arife, and 
the queftion be, what way it 
hurts? lt may properly be repli- 
ed, that Hzppocrates his aflertion 
1S bf undoubted Truth ; there ws 
in us a Salt and a Sharp: Now | 
think this isrendred more effica- 
cious by the ufe of Venery, fo 
that at firft it is augmented not fo 
much in Plenty as in Power ; for 
what is {weet or fat in the Blood 
is confumed thereby, partly with 
the ss, partly with the Sper- 
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ma, and what remains is more 
and more exafperated, and fo ex. 
ifting more apart, it acquires 
Strength and does harm. 
- his Matter, being augmented 
and gathered by the forefaid 
Caufes, is moved, not always by 
the proper impulfe of Nature, 
but often as it 1s ftimulated by fe- 
veral evident Caufes ; fuch as are 
able either to imprefs an impulfe 
on the Bleod, or to quicken its 
internal Motion or Fermentation, 
violent Paflions of the Mind, ef 
pecially Anger and Fear, fudden 
Cold jand heat, retention of ac-— 
cuftomed Sweat, fome Seafons of 
the Year, efpecially Spring and 
Autumn, and as we faid betore, 
Gluttony and Venery. 

The caufes of this Difeafe be- 
ing now explained, -we lay down 
this definition of the Gout. 


T he 
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T be Gout 2 a violent Pain of the 
Parts about the Foints, caufed Ly 
a ferow and foarp Humor, fud- 
_ denly coming out of the Veffels. 

Sometimes wandring Pains fore- 
tel the Gout to be coming, efpe- 
cially in the Joints of the Feet or 
Hands: That it is at Hand, 
Stretching , Yawning, painful 
Wearinefs, Catarrhs, wandring 
Pains, Pains in the Limbs and 
Joints, and fometimes a heavinefs 
in the Head do fhew : a kind of 
Feaverifh Heat, a pricking Pain 
in the Joint with inability to 
move, and after that a Swelling, 
ufually red, which are attended 
by divers other things, as Watch- 
ing, lofs of Strength, anda ftiff- 
nets of the Part, and feveral other 
Complaints, familiar to Gouty 
Perfons: ‘[hefe fhow the Gout 
_ to be prefent. 


The 
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The Gout ends either iff the 
tranflation of the matter to a more 
_agnoble Part, or in the difcuffion 
of it, or when being changed 
into Corruption it breaks thro’ 
the Skin, or when tarrying long 
there, it turns knotty: All 
which comes to pals fometimes 
by the afiittance of Nature, fome- 
times of Art. 

There is a two-fold defign in 
the artificial Cure of the Gout. 
Firft to remove that which ag- 
gravates the Paroxilm ; fecondly 
to preferve the Patient from the 
return of a Fit, or at leaft, to 
make it, when it comes, to be 
more eafie.. 

Some of our prefent Phyfitians 
Doctrine is, to let Nature take 
her free Courfe, and that the Pa- 
‘tient muft be contented with his 
Mifery as wellas he cany ina Fit 
_ they allow Affes Milk, and if the 
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Patient be gravellous withal, he 
muit drink the Spaw-waters, not 
‘confidering how the Patient ufed 
to live before. May I not ask 
fuch Perfons, whether it be not 
as injurious to another Body to 
part with an Ague, before it has 
been thook with it fora full Year 
_orlonger? 

It comes now to pafs to go on 
a little further ; I gave of late 
Years to a very Eminent Patience 
troubled with Gravel, frequent 
Dofes of diuretick Powders ex 
Salil artarSal fuccint, Cremor T ar- 
tar, O& fmilibus: A very witty 
Phyfitian coming in to that Pa- 
tient, pretended in my abfence, be. 
fore thePatient,that bythefemeans 
I made in that Patient, too greata 
feparation- ( from the Mats of 
Blood) ofgravellous Matter, and 
fo | obitructed the Strainers, but 
whether that Learned Man, or J, 
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did more good, the Patient, if 
he put on his confidering Cap, 
is fitteit to judge. | : 

Whatis to bedoneinthe Fit (2 
declinatione, Morét) mutt be done 
by gentle evacuations, either by 
Stool or Sweat or both, and by 
outward applications, which caufe 
perfpiration. 

But to prevent a ft (bic Rho- 
dus bic falta) the Patient. muft 
apply himfelf to Diet and Exer- 
cife, as being the chief Bulwarks 
to defend him again{ft the ap- 
proaches of his tormenting Kne- 
my. 

By Diet, Lunderftand all what 
we Eat or Drink for our Nou- 
rifhment, or for our Pleafure: 
By Exercife I intend all bodily 
Motion, and if therefore this Dil- 
eafe be contracted by an Error 
(as often it-is) in thefe , it 1s 
moft probable to be prevented by 
changing them. And 
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And this feems to be confirm- 
ed by Experience, in that feveral 
Perfons, that have formerly been 
feverely tormented with’ this 
Difeate , have delivered them: 
felves from fuch Sufferings, by 
undergoing the Panifhment,) Pe- 
mance, or indeed Danger of a 
Mik Dyet, or have at leaft re- 
~hounced Wine and ftrong Li- 
quors and betook themfelves to 
Water, or Milk and Water. But 
by this means, although they may 
» have defended themfelves againtt 
a Fit of the Gout, yet by making 
{fo great and fudden a change in 
their accuftomed method of Living 
(as by the beftinformation | have, — 
was done by my former Patient, 
whole ftrainers, it feems ] had 
_ ftopt up, wherefore | was dif- 
_ mifs’d,) they have foaltered their 
_ Tempers, as to bring upon them- 
—felves greater mifchiets. For it 
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is very remarkable that fuch ts the 
nature of our Bodies, that what- 
foever by a continued Ufe is bet 
come habitual and fo agreeable 
to us, cannot, without mantfeft 
danger, be left off or difufed ; thus 
have fome in an habitual and un- 
happy intemperancy, enjoyed a 
{teddy and uninterrupted Health ; 
and by too fudden a change: in 
renouncing that outward Ufage, 
have, maugre all other endea- 
ours, * been immerged j in a legion 
of Infirmities. | 
If then the Gout when-once it 
has feized a Man, will at certain 
Seafons and Diftances of. time 
return, which diftances in the 
beginning are longer, and when 
the Mafs of Blood is vitiated, and 
the Joints weakned, become { fhort- 
er, and all this from an irregular 
Life, which cannot with perional 
7 be mii) altered, being 
the 
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the caute of this Difeafe is daily, 
recruited, I fhall now enquire 
what is and may be fafely done © 
in order to prevent, at leaft to 
exempt fuch, -a longer time from 
the Infults of this Enemy. es 

We muft not direct. to change 
our Diet, becaufe it is dangerous, 
but we muft moderate the quan- 
tity of it, that no more may be 
ingefted , than what reafonably 
may be applied for natural ufes. 

And not only fo, but that exer- 
—eife may be ufed daily : See the 
Ingenious Fuller his Medicina 
Gymnaflica, pag. 20. 9 feq; | 

You muft not ufe this Exercife 
by fits only, and violent, but flow 
and continual, fo that our Blood 
may by that means fo far be mo. 
ved and exagitated that it may 
preferve its crafis, that there may 
continue a good mixture and mu- 
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tual Temper. See Hippocrates 
de prifca Medicina.— 
~ But yet we muft not hinder 
nor alter particular Kvacuations, 
which violent and 1mmoderate 
motion will fometimes do. A 
temperate and moderate motion 
helps perfpiration, and yet doth 
not fo intemperately heat us, 
whereby to endanger us. 

If a Perfon that has been tor- 
mented with the Gout, and has 
Strength and the natural ufe of 
his Limbs, be prevailed upon to 
moderate Exercifes, and to re- 
ounce their eafe, they might, 1t 
is very probable, perfevere in their 
accuftomed way of Eating and 
Drinking , without the fo fre- 
quent or fevere Punifhment of 
this Difeafe, and that without 
creating any other Infirmities. — 

But this I am fenfible will 
incur Cenfure, and will be 
thought 
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thought a fevere and impra¢tica- 
ble Penance, the Remedy perhaps 
being efteemed worfe than the 
Difeafe, for fuch Perfons that 
have long pleafed themfelves with 
a Bottle and Conver fation, cannot, 
I prefume, fo far renounce them, 
even to pofiefs thefe advantages’: 
Such therefore mutt enjoy their 
Choice, but will not always their 
Eafe: And the only probable 
means whereby fuch can be pro- 
tected from the miferies of this 
Difeafe, muft be by repeated Eva- 
cuations, by Catharticks, Diu- 
réticks, among{t which»you may 
if you think fit, bring in Cantha- 
vidal Preparations,., and. Alexi. 
pharmicks, which how far they 
williucceed, muft:be learnt from 
their ufe, which I doubt not, if 
timely and judicioufly admini- 
ftred, may fometimes defer their 
‘Lorments.. , |

The Gout is the Produ& in 
many (not in all for in fome it 
as morbus bereditarius) of an ex- 
travagant Life, that thefore, if 
we daily adminifter matter fost if, 
it muft be formed, unlefs that can 
‘be by fome other ways: continu- 
ally{pent’: And that is beft per- 
tormed by bodily 1 Motion ; but 
where Conditions or Circum. 
{tances are’ fuch, as that cannot 
be undergone, recourfe ‘muft be

are frequent amons them, but 
nothing more than Blindne/s and 
the Gout, whence it is that they 
are thus Scarifyed, the applicati- 
on of their Moxa, being their chief 
External Remedy, which Moxa 
is an Odoriferous ‘Panacea, or as 
preat Botauifis fay, 1s Ambrofia, 
ora fort of Muewort. See Mat- 
thiolus on ‘Dtofcortdes. Which 
Herb, as if it were planted by In- 
duftry all over the Country of 
‘Fapan, grows plentifully in the 

- Fields and Way Sides, and is both — 
the Chinois and “fapanors only re- 
fuge, or moft pretious Panacea 
in moft Difeafes both inwardly 
and outwardly, and efpecially in 
all forts of Pains and Swellings ; 
they calling it when green, “fo- 
mongé 
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mongr and Nophouts, and when 
it is dryed Moxa. 3] 

This is the Mother of Flerbs, 
that Royal Plant, which the An- 
cients called Parthens, becaufe it 
Cured Maidens Difeafes ; the 
ftalans call it Valentine ; many 
ftile it Self-Potent ; this is that 
Meflenger of the Graces, which 
Artemifia, Wife of Maufolus 
King of Carza honoured with her 
own Name, as an excellent Phy- 
lactery; fome wou’d derive it 
from Arthemis [lithya, 1.e. Diana, 
becaufe it particularly Cures Wo- 
mens Difeates. | 

This therefore fo highly cele- 
brated Maugwort, when it is 
turned into Flame and Afhes, 
does the more good. becaufe 
while it hurts it Cures ; (even 
like Cantbarides) and. it Cures 
wonderfully the profound rack- 
ing Pains of the Joints and Limbs, 

| often- 
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oftentimes in a moment, which 
is a thing of the greateft moment, 
It would be too long to run over 
all the ules of. this Remedy in 
moft Difeafes ;. wherefore I {hall 
confine my felf to the ufe of 
Mugwort in the Gout, efpecially 
according to the Practice of the 
Chinois and Ffapanors,premifing on- 
ly afew things. Matthiolus upon 
_ Diofeorides fays, That 2. drams 
of dried Mugwort-leaves pow- 
dered, and given in W me, 1s vood 
for the Sciatica. Wetkardus alto 
makes it a Specifick for the Gout ; 
for in 7 befaur. Pharmaceut. he 
faith, That Mugwort Roots boiled 
with Viduals. like Parfly Roots. 
work by Urine, and helps a Man 
wonderfully, for many only by the 
uje of them bave difeharged Uyine. 
plentifully, and been Cured of the 
Pawn im the Gout. Thus do thofe, 
and many Authors more agree, 
7 yi | that 
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that Diureticks are good in the 
Gout. And then as to the out: 
ward Remedy for Gouty Pains, 
Celfus fays, all [uch Pains when 
they are extream or inveterate, [carce 
20 off without burning. And Hep- 
pocrates 1s very copious about the 
ways and benefit of Burning, he 
faying, W’herefoever Paris oather- 
ed do you burn ; nay, wherefoever 
any Pain, (except of the Spleen) 
is felt, do you burn, fo will the Pa- 
trent be well prefently. | 
Thus we fee what the Moxa 
will do, if applyed outwardly, 
by and by we fhall compare the © 
ufe of that with the ufe of Can. 
tharides, and fee how far the one 
may not be as ufeful and as pro: 
fitable as the other, for the fame 
intent and purpofe, wx. eafing 
the Pains of the Gout; but we 
fhall firft fet forth from this Au- 
thor Wiliam ten Rbyne’s, after 
what 
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what thanner the Chzndzs and 
“Fapanois make ule of their 
Moxa. | 

The Gout, fays he, is Cured 
by removing its Caufe, ze. by 
evaporating or. difcharging the 
-Vapours or Spiritous Matter that 
lies between the Periofleum and 
the Bone, after this very manner 
which I obferved with my own 
Eyes. They gather the fmaller 
. Leaves or tops of broad-leav’d 
Mugeort, and dry them in the 
Shade (then as faid before, they 
are called Moxa) when they are 
dry they rubthem with both their 
Hands, cafting away the Stalks, 
the Fibres of the Leaves, and all . 
the ufelefs Relicks and Rubbith ; 
but keep the Down for Ufe,which ~ 


_ is like Cotton, if it be rightly 


prepared. And this general way 
of preparing Moxa all over China 

and ‘fapan is known to the mean- 
g O03 x eft 
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eft fort, and not only to their 
Phyfitians ; nor is the ufe of it 
more common than the thing it 
felf. Then they take this Down 
made of dried and cleanfed Mug- 
wort, and between their Thumb 
and fore-Finger, form it into a 
little Pellet fomething bigger 
than a {mall Pea, with a fharp 
Prifm and broad Bafe; or they 
put the Cotton of the Herb pu- 
rifyed, in a Paper, and roll it 
with their flat Palm, that fo the » 
plantary Wool may be clote, and 
more equally compact,from which 
they cut off their piecesy which 
are about twice as thick as a 
Writing Pen, thefe they lay on 
the place grieved (when they have 
wet them with their Finger moift- 
ned with their Spittle) and with 
a Candle or fome other way they 
give Fire tothem (oftentimes one 
after another) that by this means 

ee 
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the Tormentor of Mens Joints, 
and Author of all Pain may be 
got out and fent gding. agg 
They fet thefe Tents on, ei- 
ther with the tops of their Fin- 
gers, or with a flat Hand: But 
here the Pulfe of the Arteries in 
the place affected mutt firft be 
felt (which in China and “Fapan 
they take no notice of) that we 
_ may be afcertained where the pec- 
cant Matter refides. This Moxa 
‘Is eafily combuftible, if it be pre- 
pared as it ought : For the Chinozs 
carry it about them in Tinder- 
Boxes. They touch the top of 
thefe Hurds with a lighted 
Match, which the Rich.Men in 
China, (not in *fapan as to m 
Knowledge,) make up with Per- 
fumes; when they have given 
_ Fire, the gentle Flame turns not 
all this little Turret into Athes, 
but leaves a little Segment of it 
sh FP in 
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in the Bafe, which draws the &- 
pidermis with no violence, nor 
raifes any Blifter, unlefs 1t may 
be a very fmall and fuperfeial 
one: But for the moft part it 
leaves only a duskifh Spot, al- 
though the burning be renew’d 
f{everal times upon the fame party 
and according to Art a Wound 
be endeavour’d : Becaufe like a 
Cupping-glafs (for this burning 
with Mugwort ferves the ‘fapa- 
noi inftead of Cupping, Scarify- 
ing, Bliftering and Blood-letting, 
which laft deprefles the vigour 
of the Blood and Spirits, without | 
diminution of the morbifick Mat- 
ter, efpecially in hot Countries) it 
imbibes tht Hurnors, that they 
do not corrode the Skin. 

The Efcar that is caufed by this 
Burning, isto be feparated after 
this manner, they apply bruifed 
Garlick upon it, which again mutt 
if 9 | oe 
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be covered with its own Skin 
_ moiftned in ones Mouth, and fo 
laid. to keep, it on inftead of a 
Plaifter: And thenafter 24 hours 
the Garlick. Plaifter muft be ta- 

ken off; for the’ Scab will-be 
ready to fall of, behind which, 
when it falls, there remains a 
pellucid Scar in the Cuticle, very 
rarely around Blitter, which ne- 
verthelefs, if it do arife, mutt 
be gently Cut with a pair of 
fine Sciflars, that way may be 
made for the peccant Matter, 
which then they drefs with hot 
Plantane Leaves fpread overit,the’ 
Fibrous or Ribby Side next the 
Sore, like a Plaifter (for Plan-’ 
tane is the common Cure: for’ 
Wounds and Ulcers among the 
Country People in “fapan) -re- 

newing the fame twicein twenty 
four hours,and it will run Matter: 
like an [flue ; but if the Plantane 

3 Yesy Leaves 
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Leaves be applyed on the finooth 
fide, the Wound clofeth, which ~ 
when the Sore requires healing, 
they ebferve to do. Moft of the 
“Ffepanois ule this Chyrurgical Py- 
rotechny, not only 1n prefent Pains 
of the Gout, Sc. but alfo once at. 
jeatta Year, ufually twice or oft- 
ner to prevent Difeafes; in the 
fame nature»that our People ule 
to Bleed and: Purge, for preven- 
tion fake, in the Spring efpecially, 
when the Humors are in ferment, 
_ When I firft arrived at fapan 

fays this Author, one of our In- 
terpreters, a little more curious 
about Phyfick than the reft, came 
to me halting, and leaning very 
much ona Statt: He complain’d 
of the Gout in his Knee, and as 
I was difcourfing him about this 
Remedy, he told me, Perhaps 
to Morrow you will admire the 
virtue of fo prefent a — ;

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The next Day he return’d accord- 
ing to promife, and then walked 
without. any impediment ; he 
fhewed me his Knee plaiftered up 
with ‘fapan Paper only, to de- 
fend the Sores that the burning 
had left, which he fhewed me ; 
and thus (quoth he) we remove 
all Pains from our Limbs. But 
afterwards innumerable Hxam- 
_ plesdid no lets remove all doubt 
from my Mind, than this burn- 
ing did the Pain from the Limbs | 
of Sick People. 

Much ufe do the Chenozs and 
“fapanois allo make of their Moxa 
for almoft all other Difeafes, 
and there.are peculiar Surgeons 
among them, that make it their 
bufinets only to perform this O- 
peration and Acupuncture ; they 
call them Farazwyts tenfas ; their 
Shops may be known by their 
‘carved Images (in which, the 
| wes gy places 
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places to be burnt are marked) as 
our Surgeonsare,or formerly were 
known by theSign of Blood Porin- 
gers. For it is of fuch moment 
to know exactly the places to be 
burnt, that it is become a peculiar 
trade, in the fame manner that 
ourOculifts,Rupture-Curers, Bone. 
fetters and the like, appropriatea 

peculiar Craft to themfelves. 
And .the manifold Experience 
of burning, hath taught; that 
much depends upon the diftant 
isnowledge of Places: For the 
Fapanociss when they have loft 
their Stomach, burn a certain 
place on their shoulders, or a 
~ place a little above the Navel, to 
recover it; which the Skilfulleft 
Anatomuifts in Europe can fearce 
give a reafon for: They burn the 
Os Sacrum and Loins, in a Go- 
norrbea, and weaknefs of the 
Spermatick Parts :. But which is 
| .) more

more wonderful, I know a place 
( fays this Author) in the Belly, 
‘not far from the Navel, which, 
if burnt, a certain Effemination 
follows, ‘without any hope of re- 
covering a Man’s Verility, and 
that the Reader may not wonder 
in what part of the Belly it is to 
be done, it is in the Hypovaftriune 
a Fingers length below the Nave
